An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and 

Temperance  Union 

Be  i  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled  by  author¬ 
ity  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettelle,  Ruth 
Severance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name 
of  the  “Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,”  to  be 
established  in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Home  and 
a  school,  to  aid  in  the  support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the  forty- 
fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant,  devise,  bequest 
or  donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
and  may  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  according  to  their  description,  provided  that  the 
whole  amount  of  real  and  personal  property  held  and  possessed  by  the  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  in  value  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.

To  Change  the  Name  of  the  “Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and 

Temperance  Union” 

Be  it  enacted]by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled  and  by 

the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  “Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,” 
a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  two  hundred  and 
eleven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  shall  be  known  as  the  “Nickerson 
Home  for  Children,”  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 
Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST 

I,  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “Nickerson  Home  for  Children,”  the  sum 

of . for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general  object  of  the 
Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt  signed  by  the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  be  a 
fficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for 
Children. 

Article  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute  chil¬ 
dren,  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  from  every  part  of  New  England,  espe¬ 
cially  half  orphans,  when  the  home  is  suddenly  broken  up  by  death  or 
other  causes,  where  they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  be  instructed,  not  only  physically,  but  intellectually  and 
religiously.  For  the  privilege  of  such  a  home  a  small  board  will  be  required, 
which,  although  not  enough  for  the  child’s  support,  will  serve  to  give  to 
parents  the  feeling  that  he  or  she  is  doing  what  they  can  for  the  support 
of  their  little  ones.  A  limited  number  of  children,  which  will  be  increased 
as  our  means  permit,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Home  free  of  charge.  Parents 
or  friends  may  visit  the  children  at  the  Home,  or  may  remove  them  from 
it  whenever  their  circumstances  will  warrant  their  assuming  their  children’s 
support. 

Article  3.  The  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty-five  dollars  shall 
constitute  a  life  membership. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  this  Home  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers. 
Seven  shall  be  chosen  as  Trustees,  of  whom  the  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  constitute  a  part.  At  any  regular  meeting  convened,  any 
number  of  the  officers  and  Managers  present  may  be  competent  to  proceed 
with  the  business  in  thirty  minutes  after  the  appointed  hour,  and  five  may 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence  with 
the  Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  each  meeting  for  business, 
the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  and  on  special  occasions 
the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Board  and  shall  assist  in  any 
other  duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Article  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money  re¬ 
ceived  and  expended,  and  shall  present  the  bills  due  against  the  Home  at 
each  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  be  approved  by  them  and  signed  by  the 
President,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  give  a  written  report  to  the  Managers. 
Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Treasurer  in  collecting  of  funds,  etc., 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  deem  expedient. 

Article  8.  At  each  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  to  report  to  the  Managers  the  number  of  children  entered  and 
discharged  during  the  month. 

Article  9.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  held  the  first  Thursday 
in  January,  when  the  officers  shall  be  chosen.  These  offices  will  only  be 
held  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  An  Annual  Report 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented,  the  report  from  the 
Board  of  Managers  read,  vacancies  upon  the  Board  filled  and  such  other 
business  transacted  as  shall  come  before  them.  Meetings  of  the  Managers 
are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month. 

Article  10.  At  each  monthly  meeting  one  Manager  for  each  week 
during  the  month  shall  be  appointed  to  inspect  the  Home,  as  regards  fur¬ 
nishings,  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  make  a  verbal  report  of 
such  inspection  at  the  following  meeting. 

Article  11.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.

SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORTS 
OF  SECRETARY 

The  year  1913  opens  with  many  items  of  interest  to  both 
donors  and  friends  about  the  work  at  the  Nickerson  Home  for 
Children. 

The  Board  of  Managers  presents  these  facts  in  connection 
with  the  last  two  years  with  the  hope  that  they  will  encourage 
others  to  aid  in  the  good  work  of  caring  for  the  orphan  and 
friendless  in  their  midst. 

Besides  the  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Board,  the 
first  Thursday  in  every  month,  there  have  been  many  special 
meetings  to  consider  the  purchase  of  our  new  Home  on  Townsend 
Street,  Roxbury;  also  after  it  was  bought  to  make  plans  for  its 
proper  furnishings.  These  affairs  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
competent  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  duly  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  With  none  too  much  money  in  the  Treas¬ 
ury  to  draw  from,  at  this  important  crisis  in  our  history,  the 
several  committees  have  worked  harmoniously  together,  renovat¬ 
ing  the  old  and  later  supplementing  the  new  furniture  as  needed. 

Chief  among  these  items  of  interest  has  been  the  purchase 
of  our  new  Home  at  125  Townsend  Street,  Roxbury,  through 
our  wise  and  efficient  Treasurer,  Mr.  Howell  F.  Wilson. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Home  took  place  on  May  28,  1912. 

The  day  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Managers  proved  to  be 
one  of  the  finest  during  that  month. 

There  was  a  goodly  number  of  our  older  donors  present; 
some  who  had  aided  the  cause  in  its  early  struggles  for  an 
existence. 

The  house  when  opened  to  the  public,  through  the  enter¬ 
prising  spirit  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  seemed  to 
reflect  in  the  budding  foliage  and  bright  blossoms  which  adorned 
mantles  and  fire-places,  not  only  the  joyous  spirit  of  the  hours, 
but  the  joyous  spirit  of  those  who  kindly  assisted  in  serving 
the  “Five  O’Clock  Tea”  to  the  incoming  guests. 

After  a  few  words  of  welcome  by  our  President,  Mrs. 
Dawes,  the  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  gave  the  prayer  of  Dedication 
following  this  with  a  most  interesting  address. 

Then  Mrs.  Theodore  Nickerson,  Vice-President,  in  brief, 
closing  remarks,  spoke  of  the  faithfulness  to  duty  shown  by  Mrs. 
Lola  C.  Hoi  way  during  her  long  term  of  service,  some  twenty- 
years  as  Superintendent  of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children. 
She  emphasized  the  point  that  in  addition  to  her  untiring  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  cause  itself,  there  had  been  an  unusual  personal 
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interest  in  the  individual  welfare  of  each  and  every  child  who 
had  come  under  her  care  during  these  many  years  of  labor  in 
the  Nickerson  Home. 

The  children,  moreover,  added  not  a  little  to  the  joyousness 
of  the  occasion  by  their  sweet  songs  of  welcome,  and  by  their 
careful  rendering  of  some  well  chosen  selections. 

After  these  were  ended,  the  house  was  thrown  open  to  the 
inspection  of  guests. 

Dr.  Vincent,  the  Pastor  of  the  Immanuel- Walnut  Avenue 
Congregational  Church,  and  Mr.  Charles  M.  Adams,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  extended  a  most  cordial 
welcome  to  us  to  attend  their  church  and  Sunday  School,  and 
during  the  year  two  neighborhood  prayer  meetings  were  held 
at  the  Home. 

They  have  been  very  kind  to  our  children  for  which  we  are 
very  grateful. 

Its  Inmates 

We  have  cared  for  eighty-five  children  during  the  year  1911, 
and  ninety-five  in  1912. 

There  has  been  very  little  sickness  during  the  past  two 
years. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  David  D.  Brough,  who  has  given 
his  services  as  physician,  and  to  Dr.  James  Patterson  as  dentist. 
The  children  have  also  been  to  the  Boston  Dispensary,  and  the 
New  England  Hospital  and  the  doctors  and  nurses  there  have 
attended  to  them.  Dr.  William  A.  Earle  has  been  most  kind 
in  caring  for  the  eyes  of  one  of  our  girls. 

Donations 

Easter  cards  were  received  from  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron 
during  the  years  of  1911  and  1912. 

Many  firms  at  Faneuil  Hall  Market  remembered  the  Home, 
at  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  with  donations  of  fruit  and 
vegetables. 

There  were  also  gifts  sent  in  of  a  substantial  kind  from 
Ferguson’s  and  Weston’s  Bakeries.  This. happened  many  times 
in  the  year. 

Then  there  were  donations  of  clothing  from  Mr.  T.  E. 
Holway,  Mr.  Thomas  Nickerson,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Pratt,  Mrs.  Edward 
B.  Wilder,  Mrs.  Arthur  Cumings  and  Miss  Myra  Grindell. 

In  addition  to  these  gifts  Benevolent  Societies  of  several 
churches  have  sent  donations  of  clothing  and  money  for  clothing 
or  supplies.  Among  these:  Woman’s  Guild  of  Park  Avenue 
Church,  Arlington  Heights;  Bradshaw  Missionary  Association, 
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Arlington;  Ladies’  Benevolent  Society  of  the  First  Parish, 
Hingham;  Woman’s  Home  Missionary  and  Benevolent  Society, 
Newton  Highlands  Congregational  Church;  Bromfield  Street 
Methodist  Church,  Boston;  Primary  Department  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  Littleton. 

In  addition  to  the  above  gifts  which  surely  have  deserved 
“honorable  mention,’’  there  came  to  our  new  Home  at  Christ¬ 
mas  tide  various  manifestations  of  a  “Santa  Claus”  personality 
being  at  work  in  our  midst  in  the  gifts  of  money,  toys,  useful 
presents  and  candy,  which  came  from  Mrs.  F.  S.  Pratt,  Mrs. 
Theodore  Nickerson,  Mrs.  Edward  H.  Mason,  Mr.  Howell  F. 
Wilson,  Mr.  William  Armstrong  and  Miss  Danforth. 

The  Lyman  Class  of  the  Congregational  Church,  Fairhaven, 
sent  a  box  of  toys  and  clothing  in  1911,  and  in  1912  dressed  a 
doll  for  each  one  of  our  girls  and  sent  a  present  to  each  boy. 

There  was  a  Christmas  party  both  in  1911  and  1912,  at  the 
Unitarian  Church,  Winchester,  for  our  Children.  They  had  a 
very  fine  time,  and  brought  home  many  presents. 

Our  children  also  greatly  enjoyed  the  Christmas  enter¬ 
tainments  of  the  Church  they  are  now  attending. 

Taking  it  all  in  all,  this  was  really  a  “Merry  Christmas”  in 
our  new  Home,  since  so  many  friends  helped  to  make  it  our 
happiest  Christmas  by  their  presence  in  our  midst. 

Outings 

In  1911  Mr.  William  Armstrong,  Superintendent  of  the 
Bromfield  Street  Sunday  School,  gave  the  children  a  picnic  at 
Franklin  Park. 

Twenty  of  the  children  were  two  weeks  at  the  Deaconess 
Fresh  Air  Home,  Haverhill,  Mass. 

One  little  girl  in  poor  health  spent  four  months  with  Mrs. 
Fielder  Converse,  East  Douglass,  Mass. 

In  1912  the  children  attended  the  Sunday  School  picnic 
of  the  Immanuel  Walnut  Avenue  Congregational  Church. 

They  were  also  invited  to  a  picnic  at  Franklin  Park  by 
Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron. 

In  November  the  managers  held  a  most  successful  fair  in 
the  parlors  of  the  Home,  making  $226.65. 

And  now  in  closing  this  Report  we  would  again  thank 
donors  and  friends  for  their  kindness  of  heart  in  making  it 
possible  for  our  children  to  be  thus  daily  brought  in  touch  with 
the  great,  throbbing  heart  of  Nature,  and  thence  upward  to 
Nature’s  God.

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME  BY  OUR  PRESIDENT, 
MRS.  SARAH  E.  DAWES  AT  THE  OPENING 
OF  THE  NEW  NICKERSON  HOME  ON 
MAY  28,  1912,  AT  125  TOWNSEND 
STREET,  ROXBURY 


Seventy-seven  years  ago  in  the  month  of  May,  1835,  a  few 
charitable  women  of  Boston  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Sarah 
Hayward,  met  in  the  Masonic  Temple  of  that  city,  and  formed 
a  Society,  the  result  of  which  was  the  founding  of  this  Home. 

It  had  small  beginnings,  and  the  children  were  obliged  to 
be  sheltered  in  hired  houses  for  many  years.  After  the  estate 
at  14  Tyler  Street  was  purchased  it  was  known  to  the  public 
as  the  Tyler  Street  Home.  In  consideration  of  a  generous 
donation  which  cancelled  the  balance  of  the  mortgage  on  the 
house  on  April  1,  1880,  the  Home  was  legally  given  the  name 
of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children.  And  now  in  behalf  of 
its  managers,  I  cordially  welcome  you  to  the  opening  today  of 
the  new  Nickerson  Home. 

The  Managers  had  long  felt  the  pressing  need  of  a  less 
crowded  locality,  and  better  facilities  for  carrying  on  their 
work.  After  a  long  and  weary  search  through  Greater  Boston, 
they  found  this  home  which  after  due  consideration  they  unani¬ 
mously  voted  to  purchase.  It  stood  by  itself  in  a  healthful 
location,  had  large  and  airy  rooms,  with  modem  conveniences, 
and  in  every  way  seemed  better  adapted  to  a  Children’s  Home 
than  any  other  of  the  many  homes  that  had  been  considered. 
What  appealed  strongly  to  the  Managers  was  the  fact  that  the 
Home  would  be  so  near  a  public  playground  that  the  children 
could  daily  enjoy  its  privileges.  Very  soon  after  the  purchase 
became  known,  kind  friends  came  forward  with  funds  to  enable 
us  to  put  the  house  in  order  for  immediate  occupancy.  The 
work  of  making  the  alterations  and  repairs  that  were  found 
necessary  has  been  thoroughly  done  and  we  feel  that  the  Home 
is  in  good  condition  to  do  perhaps  larger  and  better  work  than 
ever  before.  After  singing  by  the  children  you  are  cordially 
invited  to  visit  the  various  rooms  in  the  building  and  see  how 
the  work  of  fitting  up  and  furnishing  the  new  Home  has  thus 
far  been  performed. 

We  have  with  us  today  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron,  our  esteemed 
City  Missionary,  who  has  kindly  consented  to  give  us  a  few 
words  of  greeting,  and  offer  the  prayer  of  Dedication. 


ADDRESS  AT  THE  DEDICATION  OF  THE 
NICKERSON  HOME  FOR  CHILDREN, 

125  TOWNSEND  STREET,  ROXBURY, 

MAY  28,  1912

I  am  not  an  Irishman,  but  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  before 
I  begin. 

I  desire,  first  of  all,  to  state  that  Mr.  Charles  M.  Adams, 
Superintendent  of  the  Immanuel- Walnut  Avenue  Church 
Sunday  School,  regretted  that  he  could  not  be  present  on  this 
occasion.  He,  however,  desired  that  I  should  extend  to  those 
connected  with  this  Home  an  invitation  to  join  the  Immanuel- 
Walnut  Avenue  Sunday  School.  Mr.  Adams  is  absent  from 
the  city  for  a  few  days,  but  on  his  return  he  will  confer  with 
you  and  perfect  arrangements. 

I  wish  to  say  in  the  next  place  that  for  some  of  the  facts  I 
may  state  in  connection  with  the  history  of  the  Nickerson  Home 
for  Children,  I  am  indebted  to  its  Seventy-fifth  Annual  Report, 
prepared  by  your  President,  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Dawes. 

One  other  word.  I  read  the  other  day  the  following  item : 
“A  New  Beatitude.  Blessed  is  he  that  maketh  a  short  speech ; 
he  will  be  invited  to  come  again.” 

I  intend  that  my  remarks  this  afternoon  shall  have  the 
merit  of  brevity,  even  though  I  cannot  expect  to  be  present  at 
the  dedication  of  another  Home.  I  ask  that  you  will  always 
count  me  your  friend  and  on  any  occasion  when  I  can  be  of 
helpfulness  to  your  work,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  serve  you. 

Now  for  my  brief  address.  Christianity  and  civilization 
have  done  much  for  childhood,  There  was  a  time  when  children 
were  often  cruelly  dealt  with.  The  Greeks  and  Romans  had 
no  place  for  those  deformed  or  infirm,  but  left  them  to  a  cruel 
fate.  In  all  pagan  lands  the  birth  of  a  daughter  is  regarded  as 
a  calamity.  Of  a  Hindoo  neighbor,  Dr.  William  Butler,  the 
missionary,  hearing  that  a  birth  had  occurred  in  a  pagan  home, 
asked,  “What  hath  God  sent?”  The  reply  was,  “Nothing.” 
In  the  vast  kingdom  of  China,  millions  of  these  nothings,  so 
called,  have  been  drowned.  But  Christ  has  changed  all  this, 
where  His  Gospel  has  prevailed.  Christianity  smiles  upon  and 
blesses  children.  No  sweeter  words  were  ever  spoken  than  those 
of  Jesus:  “Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid 
them  not;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Heaven.”

Great  and  good  men  have  always  given  emphasis  to  the 
importance  of  efforts  in  behalf  of  childhood.  President  Garfield 
said,  “I  feel  a  profounder  reverence  for  a  boy  than  for  a  man. 
I  never  meet  a  ragged  boy  in  the  street  without  feeling  that  I 
may  owe  him  a  salute,  for  I  know  not  what  possibilities  may  be 
buttoned  up  under  his  coat.’' 

I  quote  from  Phillips  Brooks  :  “He  who  helps  a  child,  helps 
humanity  with  an  immediateness  which  no  other  help  given  to 
human  creatures  in  any  other  state  of  their  human  lives  can 
possibly  give  again.” 

A  great  Missionary  Bishop  has  called  attention  to  the  un¬ 
wisdom  of  much  of  our  work  in  America,  spending  so  much  force 
in  efforts  to  reach  the  adults  whose  habits  have  been  formed 
and  fixed,  instead  of  putting  that  effort  into  labor  for  the  chil¬ 
dren,  who  are  so  much  easier  to  reach. 

The  old  maxim  is  still  timely,  “Save  a  man  and  you  save 
a  unit ;  save  a  child  and  you  save  a  multiplication  table.  ’ ’ 

You  open  today  the  friendly  doors  of  a  new  Home  for  an 
institution  that  was  founded  in  the  month  of  May,  1835,  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Hayward,  who  was  the  first 
President  of  the  Society  she  started.  She  continued  in  the 
office  for  thirty-six  years.  Her  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Wilson, 
bom  seventy-five  years  ago,  is  with  us  today  and  Mrs.  Wilson’s 
son,  Mr.  Howell  F.  Wilson,  serves  you  faithfully  as  your  Treas¬ 
urer.  For  seventy-seven  years  this  Home  has  stood  and  will 
continue  to  stand  in  our  city  among  the  most  emphatic  evidences 
that  Christ  lives.  Within  these  doors  will  be  received  friendless 
and  ill-used  children.  Here  will  be  found  comfort,  healing, 
teaching,  training,  peace  and  gladness.  From  yonder  door 
the  children  will  go  forth  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  life,  self- 
reliant  and  self-respecting.  It  is  the  most  practical  philan¬ 
thropy  that  has  ever  been  invented.  It  is  the  redemption  of 
the  sorrows  of  childhood.  You  call  the  home  “The  Nickerson 
Home  for  Children.”  Its  founder  really  was  Jesus,  the  friend 
of  little  children.  Why  do  you  not  leave  the  children  to  perish 
as  paganism  left  them?  Why  in  their  behalf  do  you  take  so 
much  trouble?  Because  there  is  in  these  rooms,  caring  for  the 
little  ones  a  hand  which  no  one  feels.  There  is  a  name  on  these 
doors  that  is  not  printed  there.  That  hand  is  the  hand  of  Jesus 
and  that  name  is  the  name  of  Jesus.  When  this  organization 
was  started  in  1835,  it  was  called  “The  Female  Improvement 
Society  of  Boston  and  Vicinity.”  Later  it  took  the  name  of 
“The  Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Temper- 
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ance  Union.”  Still  later  it  was  known  as  “The  American  Home 
Education  Society.”  I  congratulate  you  that  the  Home 
survived  these  names.  By  a  gift  of  $3125  from  Mr.  Joseph 
Nickerson  the  mortgage  on  the  property  was  paid  and  since 
1880  it  has  borne  the  name  “The  Nickerson  Home  for  Children.” 

The  first  charitable  work  undertaken  was  to  place  a  young 
woman,  the  daughter  of  a  clergyman,  in  a  school  where  she 
could  be  fitted  to  become  a  teacher.  Later  a  school  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  a  room  rented  for  the  purpose  and  poor  children  were 
taught  to  sew  and  mend,  in  connection  with  their  studies.  Still 
later,  rooms  were  hired  and  children  were  boarded  as  they  are 
today.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  is  not  a  permanent 
home,  but  temporarily  provides  for  those  who  need  its  care 
and  in  due  time  returns  them  to  their  homes. 

Previous  to  1859  no  deaths  had  occurred  among  the  children 
received,  and  since  that  time  there  have  been  very  few  deaths. 
I  think  this  fact  shows  that  it  is  a  healthy  place  for  the  little 
ones  and  that  they  receive  kind  and  wholesome  food  and  care. 

It  is  more  than  forty  years  since  I  became  acquainted  with 
this  Home.  At  various  times  in  the  past  I  have  held  services 
within  its  doors.  For  several  years,  while  minister  at  the  Old 
Colony  Chapel  on  Tyler  Street,  the  persons  in  the  Home 
attended  services  there.  During  all  the  years  I  have  been 
acquainted  with  the  institution,  I  have  been  anxious  that  it 
should  move  into  the  suburbs  of  the  city.  I  am  pleased  with 
the  house  where  the  little  ones  are  now  to  have  a  home  and  I 
do  not  see  how  a  better  investment  could  have  been  made. 

I  have  always  been  glad  to  speak  a  good  word  for  the 
Nickerson  Home  for  Children  and  shall  continue  to  do  so.  A 
gentleman  came  to  me  one  day  and  asked  me  to  divide  $100,000 
for  him,  to  be  given  away  by  will.  He  was  about  to  go  abroad 
and  desired  to  make  arrangements  in  regard  to  the  disposition 
of  his  property  in  case  of  death  before  he  left  the  city.  Among 
the  institutions  recommended  to  him  for  a  bequest  was  this  one. 
Another  gentleman  asked  me  to  divide  $200,000  in  the  same 
way  and  I  gave  him  the  name  of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Chil¬ 
dren  for  a  generous  share  in  his  benefactions.  We  want  to 
interest  our  friends  to  remember  this  institution  in  their  wills. 

There  is  one  thing  more  important  than  that,  however, 
and  it  is  to  interest  our  friends  to  give  to  it  while  living. 

A  minister  once  presented  the  claims  of  a  benevolent  cause 
to  an  audience.  At  the  close  of  the  address  a  poor  man  leaning 
on  a  crutch  came  forward  and  putting  down  some  money,  said. 
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“That  is  for  me.”  Then  putting  down  more,  he  added,  “That 
is  for  my  wife,”  and  after  giving  a  third  amount,  he  said,  “That 
is  for  my  children.”  The  minister  tried  to  stop  him,  saying, 
“We  do  not  want  your  money  now,  we  are  going  to  take  a 
collection  later.”  Whereupon  the  man  said  earnestly,  “I  want 
to  give  my  money  now  for  I  may  be  dead  and  God’s  work  must 
be  done.”  This  work  must  be  done  and  living  friends  should 
see  to  it  that  there  is  no  lack  of  money  to  carry  it  on  wisely  and 
successfully. 

That  is  a  touching  story  of  Mary.  She  lived  in  a  tenement 
district.  She  was  only  thirteen,  the  eldest  of  seven  children. 
Her  mother  was  dying,  and  she  called  Mary  to  her  bedside  and 
said,  “I  must  leave  you  and  you  must  be  mother  now  to  the 
children.  Be  patient  with  father;  you  know  he  is  kind  to  us 
when  not  in  drink,  so  be  patient  when  he  comes  home  and  abuses 
you,  and  keep  the  children  together.  Don’t  let  them  be  sepa¬ 
rated.  God  help  you,  the  task  is  hard,  and  you  so  young!” 
The  hand  slipped  from  Mary’s  shoulder  and  left  a  great  burden 
resting  there.  Mary  took  it  up  bravely  and  for  two  years  she 
toiled  hard.  Then  the  hot  summer  found  her  weak  and  she 
came  down  with  fever.  One  day  she  told  the  missionary  her 
story.  “Now  I  am  dying,”  she  said,  “as  mother  did.  I  have 
been  patient  with  father  and  I  have  kept  the  children  together, 
but  I  am  afraid  to  die.  I  have  not  gone  to  church  because  I 
have  had  no  fit  clothes,  and  I  have  been  too  tired  of  nights  to 
say  my  prayers.  Now,  what  can  I  say  to  Jesus  when  I  see  Him 
up  there?” 

When  you  meet  Jesus,  what  will  you  say  to  Him?  If  you 
can  say  “I  helped  to  guide  children  who  had  no  father  but  the 
eternal  Father  of  us  all  and  needed  a  mother’s  care,  I  gave  my 
money  to  feed,  clothe  and  train  the  Lord’s  little  ones,  surely 
yours  will  be  the  welcome  plaudit;  ‘Well  done.  Inasmuch  as 
ye  did  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  children,  ye  have  done  it 
unto  me?  ”
